The carriers main- 
tain that no-longer-required em- 
ployes are costing them $600 mil- 
lion in needless expense each 
year. The unions deny this, but 
an impartial government-named 
board found after a long study 
the railroads are entitled to weed 
out obsolete manpower gradually. 


Pay Increase 


The last pay increase in the 


rail industry was recommended 
by a White House board and ac- 
cepted. The board scathingly crit- 
icized both sides for having de- 
voted only four days to bargain- 
ing on the* own—before posing a 
strike threat and turning their pay 
differences over to the govern- 
ment for solution. 


An inventory of the faults and 


shortcomings of labor - manage- 
ment relations must include the 
frequent failure of both sides to 
face up to reality. Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz has 
touched on this. 


"When a company representa- 


tive says, at the bargaining table, 
•I won't discuss what happens to 
people we have to lay off when 
we bring in new equipment: we're 
not running a charity ward'-he 
is in effect asking the government 
to take over a responsibility, the 
discharge of which he will then 
later condemn, probably as •So- 
cialism,' " Wirtz says.

sisting that permanent sinecures 
be arranged for men no longer 
actually needed, be weakens col- 
lective bargaining by using it to 
produce a wrong answer, which 
won't stand up.

Obsolete practices. Many labor 


contracts are cluttered with pro- 
visions that may have made sense 
at one time, but don't any more. 
Workers want to hang on to ac- 
customed privileges the boss may 
find he can no longer afford. 


Example: This sort of thing 


nearly precipitated a strike in the 
1961 auto industry negotiations, 
much attention was given to the 
profit-sharing plan adopted by 
American Motors. The inside 
story was the company got daily 
wash-up time cut down by five 
minutes, an item worth several 
million dollars in annual cost sav- 
ing. 


Huge Strike Funds 


Cushions. Part of the bargain- 


ing battle buildup often involves 
union accumulation of huge strike 
or "defense" funds to continue 
part pay for idle strikers. Em- 
ployers who face a common un- 
ion threat often regularly contrib- 
ute to a strike insurance plan that 
can be tapped when any one of 
them is shut down. Increasingly 
such arrangements are making 
strikes easier on the combatants 
than on the non-combatants. 


Patterns. This sometimes hurts 


both unions and employers. The 
idea is that after a collective bar- 
gaining agreement 
has 
been 


reached employers and unions in 
similar types of work are pressed 
to match the "pattern." Smaller 
steel companies, and fabricators, 
are compelled, for example, to 
take what the bit steel com- 
panies negotiate; yet they have 
varying economic circumstances. 
Unions in the New York newspa- 
per strike were blaking against 
"pattern bargaining." 


Union Membership 


Union membership. Demands by 


employe* to S» union members. 
as under the unioa shop; or to at 
least pay union due*, as under 
the agency shop, create a fertile 
field for labor trouble*. The i*we 
caused a recent rash of strike 
threats against major missile- 
plane producing firms. 


This is just a partial listing of 


labor problem areas. There are 
many more, including arguments 
on reducing work hours, overtime 
and seniority, squabbles between 
rival unions, agreements reached 
by negotiators later rejected by 
workers, over holidays, vacations, 
pensions, etc.

not always fair, but bargaining

Two adeno viruses—which cause 


respiratory troubles in humans- 
have been found capable of pro- 
ducing malignancies in animals, 
he points out. 


The research 
for vaccines 


against fairly ordinary viral dis- 
eases may help in defining causes 
of human cancer and applying 
similar techniques for protection, 
Dr. Hilleman says. 


For a vaccine against colds, 


says Hilleman, the first task is to 
pui down which ones are most im- 
portant in causing sicknesses, and 
then to learn how many effective- 
ly and safely can be combined in 
a vaccine.

By Exchange Daughter's Arrival

Over at our house we have a daughter-fresh, rosy-cheeked and 


19 years old. An "exchange" student in the specific sense of the 
word, we swapped our 15 year old son for her for the period of 
one year. 


Her presence in our home has made some dif- 


erences. but they are small ones and good ones. 
I must wait longer for the opportunity to shave, 
and I must charge around a little more in the 
'amily car. and it is worth it. We have also added 
i few words to the family lexicon, but they are 
mainly not to be found in dictionaries. 


Our daughter — her name is Bent Eriksen— 


speaks a very elegant variety of Oxford English, 
>ut it has a Scandinavian accent. For that reason, 
Berit does not "love" anything; she "lowes" it;

It is perhaps 
natural that our two young sons who are still at home pick up 
these versions of Oxford-English- 
Norwegian-American. 


We have somehow also adopted 


a Norwegian expression which the 
amily uses frequently—"Ha del" 
—which means "have it" and it 
is a contraction of something like 
'have a good time." 
Source of Amusement 


Norwegian dishes have crept in- 
o our menu, too, and we are ex- 
wsed from tune to time to things 
ike Fjaerfe og vdt, and Bankek- 
ott, and Kalveleverpudding, and 
Cplekake med Mandler. I am not 
ure that these dishes will remain 
n the House menu in future 
imes, but I hope so. 
Berit's presence in the house- 


lold adds a new source of amuse- 
ment, too, and opens the door to 
some raflery we would not other- 
wise enjoy.

Our son, 
Jeff, is staying with Berit's fam- 
ily in Bekkestua, a suburb of 
Oslo It is hoped, of course, that 
he is giving as much pleasure to 
the Eriksen family there as Berit 
is giving to the House family here.! 


We are told that Jeff is speaking 


Norwegian with easy fluency, and 
for this we owe great thanks to 
Mrs Edwin Edwardson of East 
DePere who was born in Oslo. 
For several months Mrs. Edward- 
son freely gave Jeff lessons in 
Norwegian and she was a very 
good teacher indeed. By the time 
he landed in Norway, he had the 
rudiments of the language and the 
main rules of grammar as 
as a modest vocabulary. He ar- 
rived there a month before school 
opened last summer, and develop- 
ed his comprehension and vocab- 
ulary sufficiently to earn good 
grades in school. 


His recent letters to us indicate

{recently written a feature article 
on Scandinavia, Wisconsin and she 
has sold ft to a large Norwegian 
newspaper. Jeff is soon to com. 
plete an article on the subject of 
Norwegian schools and one - on 
athletics there. The articles may 
be good enough to be printed in 
this newspaper. These efforts I in- 
spire development and aid in Ihe 
mental growth of both yoong peo- 
ple.

'featherbedding1 Must Go 


Railroad labor now has exhausted every 


legal tool available in* an attempt to pre- 
vent railroad management from changing 
work rules to eliminate "featherbedding." 


The United States Supreme Court, by 


a unanimous decision, has in effect upheld 
the right of management to manage its own 
business. 


But there will be no immediate move 


by management to make the changes and 
hence the threat of an immediate nation- 
wide railroad strike is delayed. 


The carriers and the unions have 


agreed with President Kennedy not to 
make any moves for 72 hours. This will 
give the President an opportunity to in- 
voke procedures of the Railway Labor Act 
which will delay any showdown for 60 days 
Uitfer these procedures he will name a 
national emergency board to investigate 
and recommend a settlement formula. 


This is merely a formality to avert an 


Immediate strike. A -number of commis- 
sions and courts have studied this matter 
for several years and in each case the right 
of the carriers to eliminate unnecessary 
jobs has been upheld. 


A Partisan Tempest 


It seems to us that Gov. Reynolds came 


off best in the argument last week with 
the Republicans in the legislature about 
the state's position in the attempt to per- 
suade the national government to author- 
ize a more generous allotment of Interstate 
highway mileage to Wisconsin. 


Li. Gov. Jack B. Olson and other lead- 


ing Republicans indignantly announced 
their suspicions that the State Highway 
Commission had completed its documen- 
tary presentation of the state's plea, but 
had deferred its transmission to permit 
Gov. Reynolds to carry it to Washington in 
person and to get such publicity dividends 
as might beneficially flow from the inci- 
dent. 


Mr. Grasse, the highway commission

Tfie Neutrals Aren't 


Prime Minister Nehru, shaken at last 


by the Red Chinese attack in the Himalay- 
as, admitted that his nation had been liv- 
ing in a state of unreality. He even fired 
Krishna Menon and showed some humility 
in trying to work out a settlement of the 
Kashmir problem with Pakistan through 
the United Nations. But there has been 
little news of any changes in recent weeks. 
We must suspect that eventually Nehru 
will accept, with rumbles of protest, the 
new borders the Chinese set with their 
bayonets. And both India and Pakistan will 
make threats of playing off the Soviet 
Union against the West once more. 


Oscar Handlin, director of the Center 


for Study of the History of Liberty in' 
America at Harvard, has carefully docu- 
mented the events and philosophy that led 
India to its plight in an article called "The 
Gullibility of the Neutrals." Neutralism, 
writes Handlin, plays into the hands of 
the aggressor because it seeks accommo- 
dation. We can see this in Secretary Gen- 
eral U Thant's foolish efforts to evoke "a 
'spirit of compromise . . . with give and 
take on both sides" in dealing with issues- 
of importance to the free nations and the 
Communist world. 


True neutralism, such as the Scandi- 


navian nations and to some extent the 
United States practiced for a while, de- 
pends upon the realization of the people in 
such states that they can be reasonably 
self-sufficient But the neutralism of the 
Asian and African nations, supposedly as- 
sumed to keep them out of cold war con- 
flicts while they build up their economy 
and politics, was of countries poverty- 
stricken, militarily unable to defend them- 
selves, desperately in need of capital and 
education. Their need made them snap 
at the hand that fed them but only after 
having gobbled each bite. And toward the 
Communist world they presented abject 
subservience so they wouldn't be attacked. 


These attitudes are not necessarily as- 


sumed rationally. Handlin shows that neu- 
tralism after World War n was principally 
flse work of European socialists, discour- 
aged at Russia's use of their philosophy 
and violently opposed to toe triufnph of 
American capitalism. Wrote Harold Laski, 
American aid to Europe would "lay the 
foundation for capitalist revival on the Con- 


A commission appointed by President 


Eisenhower spent a year studying the situ- 
ation and came to this same conclusion. 


Meanwhile the carriers and the unions 


have an opportunity to get down to sin- 
cere bargaining to resolve the matter 
peacefully. Now that the railroad unions 
have no further recourse to the courts and 
have seen their basic position rejected at 
every turn, it is time they face up to real- 
ity. The reality is that they cannot use le- 
gal or economic power to prevent the rail- 
roads from attempting to make their oper- 
ations more efficient, even at the expense 
of eliminating unnecessary jobs, principal- 
ly those of firemen. 


Railroad management has some real re- 


sponsibilities in this bargaining, too. Man- 
agement must arrange to eliminate the 
jobs with the least possible disruption of 
the personal lives of employees and must 
help displaced employees be retrained for 
other jobs. 


If both sides will approach the nego- 


tiations with these realities in mind, there 
will be a fair settlement. 


would be a more logical man to bring such 
an ambitious project as this to Washington 
than the governor, and especially a gover- 
nor, as Mr. Reynolds smilingly recalled 
after the incident, who has some pretty 
high ranking and powerful friends at the 
national capital? 


Mr. Reynolds couldn't quite resist some

There was a Republican appointee 
running the state highway commission, in 
the chair that Mr. Grasse occupies now, 
and he didn't say a word, for the record 
at least, about skimping Wisconsin in the 
distribution of this motor vehicle tax boun- 
ty which Wisconsin residents are paying 
without distinction in this country. 


The Republicans lost this round. Now 


it is time for Mr. Reynolds and Mr. Grasse 
to make their case at the Department of 
Commerce in Washington and in the Con- 
gress, on behalf of an equitable allocation 
that is six years late.

They transformed this emotional reaction, 
understandably apparent, into opposition 
to everything from the West. The ten prin- 
ciples drawn up at Bandung were only ap- 
plied to charges against the West. Rus- 
sia's crushing of Hungary, the erection of 
the Berlin Wall, the Chinese aggression in 
Vietnam, the terror within China itself, 
somehow were never shown to be breaches 
of respect for fundamental human rights or 
interference in the affairs of other nations. 
Neither were the seizing of Goa or Sukar- 
no's present opposition to the Malaya con- 
federation. 


There are signs of changes. In Africa 


even strongly socialistic countries have 
begun complaining about Russian interfer- 
ence. India might continue to change with 
enough of Its confidence in the good will 
of Communism shaken. 


But as Handlin shows, they have been 


instrumental in starving the very organi- 
zation of the United Nations and the theory 
of a world based upon international law 
within which they can find security. In- 
stead too often they have fallen 'In with 
the game of power politics, seeking what 
they could for themselves." 


'The vision of idyllic socialism they 


had learned to respect in London and Paris 
obscured what Communism had become— 
the militant doctrine of totalitarian re- 
gimes with infinitely expansive urges . . . 
One can only hope that as past hatreds 
abate aad past illusions fade, there will 
still be time to preserve the peace for 
which all men long."

ers with trading stamps. 


The man of an individualist, 


free enterprise bent might won- 
der what business the legislature 
has in this field. Whatever cause 
might have j u s t i f i e d it ori- 
ginally, the fact is that Wiscon- 
sin has a law regulating the 
use of trading stamps. They can 
be used by merchants to lure 
the gullible, but they can be 
redeemed only in cash and not 
in merchandise, which evidently 
reduces their appeal and their 
circulation considerably. 


The grave issue now before 


the lawmakers is whether that 
merchandise 
redemption pro- 


hibition should be repealed. It 
has embroiled some of the most 
prominent lobbyists for fat fees. 
And it will take up the time 
and the energy of the legislature 
for dozens of days.

Nor is this conflict unique. It 


may be the most intensively 
fought and involve the popular 
interest, at least in a surface 
way, more than some of the 
others, but each legislative ses- 
sion has scores of such enmi- 
ties to referee that involve pure- 
ly and simply the economic 
competition of private groups. 


The banks and the savings and 


loan associations are currently 
spoiling for a clash about the 
operating aspirations of the lat- 
ter .that will be a dilly, as the 
saying goes. Architects and engi- 
neers, medical doctors and op- 
tometrists, 
chiropractors 
and 


doctors, retailers and whole- 
salers in die liquor industry, 
little stores and big stores, 


dairy retailers and dairy manu- 
facturer!, the list of such com- 
pstiton and rivals who bring 
their quarrels into the legists- 
Urt arena for resolution, runs 
on and en. 


In the typical situation, more- 


over, these esoteric conflicts get 
very l i t t l e public attention. 
There is not enough space in the 
papers to relate them with 
even casual detail, nor enough 
interest in the rank and file of 
the public to justify such atten- 
tion. But they Involve the time 
aad energy of legislators, com- 
mittees, and the ever present 
profeasiOMl lobbyists.

THE WAVE 


Often the repercussions of 


such fights involve other ele- 
ments of the economic com- 
munity, like the pebble dropped 
into the pond. Thus the trading 
stamp question is not merely 
one of the housewife's right to 
redeem her precious coupons. It 
is one between those who want 
stamps and those who don't 
want stamps. It is one between 
those who can get stamps when 
they want to use them, and 
those who cannot-get these fran- 
chised devices. 


On the one hand the idea of 


permitting redemption only in 
cash looks like a pretty good 
idea to the dealer in a competi- 
tive market who is worried 
about the prospect of a premium 
redemption store across 
the 


street. 


On the other, the idea of mer- 


chandise premium redemption is 
attractive to some of the manu- 
facturers 
producing articles 


bought by the stamp companies 
as premiums and who are eager 
to expand their market in a 
time or so-so sales experience. 
One of the behind-the-scenes fac- 
tors making the current trading 
stamp fuss in the legislature 
such a serious one is the anxiety 
of some influential and large 
Wisconsin manufacturers about 
opening up the premium store 
market. Relatively little public 
notice has been given to it thus 
far, but the labor lobby has also 
joined in the trading stamp cam- 
paign, in the hope that if Wis- 
consin manufacturers open up 
new premium store sales outr 
lets, there will be more, woric 
on the production lines. 


And so the legislator you sent
